Following is a summary of weather 
and crop conditions in the corn and 
wheat region for 
the 
w'eek ending 
August 17, 1915: 
In the winter wheat belt stacking 
and thrashing continued under favor­ 
able conditions in most sections, but 
in some 
localities 
these operations 
have been . hindered, 
especially 
in 
Ohio and 
portions 
of 
Indiana 
and 
Kansas, where damage 
by sprouting 
and molding has 
been considerable. 
Fall plowing is progressing with fa­ 
vorable soil conditions, except that it 
is too wet in restricted areas. 
In the spring wheat belt the wreck 
was very favorable for ripening and 
harvest, and the latter is well under 
Wray in the southern and central por­

spread rapidly across Texas 
Louis­ 
iana, Arkansas and Oklahoma Into 
Kansas and Missouri. 
It has been 
found at Wichita, Kas., and Spring­ 
field and Charleston, Mo. 
The invasion up 
to 
the 
present 
time, however, does not appear to be 
generally disastrous, and unless this 
condition changes, the principal dam­ 
age is likely to be to fields of late- 
planted corn, millet. Hun gar ion grass, 
or coin planted for ensilage. 
it is also likely to attack fields of 
alfalfa where the hay crop has been 
removed and the plants are putting 
out fresh growth, and also the young 
plirks in newly sown fields. 
It is 
in such localities as these that it is 
most likely to occur, and over such 
fields the farmer should watch with 
care; and on his first observing their 
presence, the use of poisoned bait is 
recommended. .. 
The department recommends dust­ 
ing the plants with powdered arsen­ 
ate of lead, using from three ic five 
pounds per acre, mixed with two or 
three times its weight of flour? This 
precaution is, of course, out of the 
Question on forage crops or on corn 
afterwards to be used for fodder, on 
account of the danger of poisoning 
stock. 
In such cases IOO pounds of wheat 
bran may be mixed with a couple of 
pounds of either Paris green or pow­ 
dered arsenate of lead, preferably the 
former, and the whole mass worked in­ 
to a stiff dough by the use of three 
to four gallons of molasses and the

Mr. F. C. Howe, Federal Commissioner of Immigra­ 
t e 
tion, who is one of the best American authorities on 
marine commerce, in discussing the relation of free ports 
iS S W ^ S 
t\ 
t0 t*ie devel°PmfeI1t of sea trade said in part: 
“Ships will go hundreds of miles out of their way to 
avo*d P°rts surrounded by a tariff wall. 
The only way, 
therefore, for a country with a tariff to compete in the 
jtS b te shipping w'orld with a free-trade country is to establish 
y^f^PliPi tree P°rts at strategical points along its coast line. Ger- 
many has done so, and in a comparatively short period 
has built up a carrying trade which before the war was 
seriously threatening England's supremacy. 
Hamburg, 
one of the three German free ports, now ranks as the second greatest seaport 
in the world, its total foreign commerce in 1913 being only $6,000,000 under 
that of New York. 
“The free port would offer great opportunity for financial operations, now 
, '**de possible by the recent currency act. 
It wrould stimulate international 
b’amnng, and would tend to shift the financial center of the world to this 
country. And America, by the logic of events, has become the natural center 
for the world's financing, just as London became that center several centuries 
ago, when it shifted from the cities of the Netherlands. 
But the financial 
center will only move to this country' when it becomes a clearing house of 
goods as well as of money. For credit the world over is created by currently 
created wealth in transit or change *o that our financial expansion is depend­ 
ent upon the opening up of American ports, to the clearance of the wealth of 
the world. 
A port should not operate to yield a return on the investment, 
but to develop the prosperity of the country.” 
In recapitulating the advan­ 
tages, Mr. Howe brings out the importance of the free port in developing our 
shipping and linking us with South America, Asia and Africa, and then con­ 
cludes: 
“The most important gain is the direct gain to America. 
It will cheapen 
commodities by bringing great quantities of goods to our doors for importa­ 
tion or export, as trade needs demand. It will stimulate the growth of export­ 
ing houses, which can hold goods for an indefinite period without payment of 
tariff dues (often equal to the cost of the article itself) for disposal to meet 
the trade demands of the whole world. 
It will upbuild international credit 
and shift to America an increasing and ultimately a predominant share in 
international exchange. 
“Finally. America is the natural country to be the counter of the world. 
Its stacoasts face every oilier continent; it is the greatest of all reservoirs 
of raw materials and foodstuffs. 
In iron and steel and standardized produc­ 
tion it is in a position to compete with the w'orld. 
But international trade 
(and this is always overlooked) must be reciprocal 
It cannot be one-sided. 
And credit balances cannot for any prolonged period be paid in gold. They 
can only be paid by exchange of wealth.”

Buffalo Cross Roads, a village four 
and a half miles from Lewisburg, 
Union county, Pennsylvania, is so 
named, according to historians, be­ 
cause the last buffalo killed in the 
great Buffalo valley of Union county, 
was shot near the place. The skull ut 
this beast, a large bull, was hung on 
a pole at a point where public high­ 
ways crossed, hence the name. 
This 
buffalo was killed, it Is asserted, in 
the early part of 1800. 
This village 
of Buffalo Cross Roads was the home 
of a tanner by the name of Chamber­ 
lain, who is said to have been the 
first person in the United States to 
start the canning of fruit for commer- 
mercial purposes.

From one-third to two- 
thirds of the buildings lining the front 
are wrecked, and most, of the buildings 
about the docks are little better than 
ruined. 
Back of the seawall, in the vicinity 
of Tremont street, all

j'rame buildings have been wrecked, 
or wrenched from their foundations. 
All bath houses, the breakers, surf 
and murdocks, together with piers ex­ 
tending into the gulf, have been wash­ 
ed away, and a four-masted schooner 
was hurled in from the gulf lines half 
way across the seawall. 
The sailors from the vessel were 
saved by soldiers from Fort Crockett. 
Fires did much damage, the first 
of which broke out in a laundry and 
occurred 
Tuesday 
morning. 
This 
building, with the one adjoining, burn­ 
ed to the ground. Later a fire start­ 
ed in a store of the Galveston Cry 
Goods company, and at noon Wednes­ 
day a fire was raging in the Galveston 
Navigation company building. 
Fires 
cost damage of $250,000 in addition 
to that done by the storm.

Galveston, By Courier to Houston, 
August 19—The total 
missing 
and 
known dead from an area IOO miles 
wide along the Texas coast on both 
sides of Galveston is 193, with known 
dead less than IOO. 
Galveston City and island’s known 
dead were twelve. 
Galveston, though having a small 
percentage of dead, has sustained the 
heaviest financial loss. 
W ater swept 
in at places at least twenty miles over 
the low mVip j^ind, and in a great arc 
running IOO' ibiles inland, the hurri­ 
cane rolled houses over like tops. 
Large numbers of valuable animals 
were drowned.
